Worst Enemy 


A Crusade of Weed Extermination is 
Needed All Over the Dominion 
-0 an open letter to the Manitoba 
minister of agriculture, Mr. John Kel- 
\y, a farmer of that province, has call- 
ed public atteution to the enormous 
108s resulting from the crops of injur- | 
lous weeds which cumber ground that 
Should be producing valuable grain. 
In a letter to the Winnipeg Trivune, 

Mr. Kelly says: 

“I have waited at an elevator for | 
fifteen minutes while they were shov- 
ing With a board the noxious weed 
seeds down juto the pit io be cleaned | 
and elevated, and tron. a seventy bush. | 
el load twenvy-three bushels was the | 
amount of wheat cleaned out of the 
load; not my Wheat, mino is still 
clean.” | 

The extent to which weed pollution | 
has gone in this case seems almost | 
incredible; only iwenty-three bushels | 
of wheat to forty-seven bushels of 
weed seeds—actually less than one- 
third of the produce of the total mixed | 
crop of the farm. It should be borne 
in mind that the mixed crop is quite | 
a8 impoverishing in its effect on the | 
soil as a crop of clean wheat would | 
be, and that the presence of the weeds 
adds greatly to the trouble and ex- 
pense of handling and marketing the 
grain, apart altogether from the small- 
hess of the grain return. The land 
can produce only a certain amount of 
seeds, and if the weed seeds are allow- 
ed to mature they take the place of 
those that are moro valuable, 

Tke weed infliction is seen and felt 
elsewhere than in Manitoba; it has 
Spread all over the west, and it is far 
too prevalent in the east; if it is less 
acute in Ontario tian it is in Mani- 
toba that may safely be attributed to 
the fact that a larger proportion of the 
farming is “mixed” instead of being 
devoted exclusively to grain produc- 
tion. What is needed all over the Do- 
minion is a co-operative and sustained 
crusade of weed extermination by the 
most effective methods known to vet- 
eran and scientific agriculturists. Mr. 
Kelly's statement above cited shows 
that such a crusade, however expen- 
sive, would pay the farmers as a clags, 
and would, of course, correspondingly 
benefit the whole community, In the 
last resort, if the weed plague goes 
on increasing, as the result of a cer- 
tain proportion of careless farmers in 
a locality, it may become necessary to 
resort to drastic measures analogous 
to those employed in getting rid of 
fruit pests. It is too much to expect 
the whole community to suffer such an 
infliction patiently forever.—Toronto 
Globe. 


When Submarines Go Under 


Must Sink Slowly, Taking at Least 
Five Minutes for the Process 

Many people have the idea that as 
soon as a submarine sees an enemy, 
the officer in command gives a sharp 
order, and almost before it has left his 
lips the submarine is diving beneath 
the waves. 

As a matter of fact the very latest 
submarines of the “IF” class take a 
clear five minutes before they can be- 
come submerged. Many of the older 
submarines took ten minutes to a 
quarter of an hour to sink. 

The reason that a submarine cannot 
dive quickly, like a fish, is because the 
water which must be let into her 
tanks to make her heavy enough to 
sink, must be let in comparatively 
slowly. If it were let in with a rush 
the chances are the vessel would not 
go own on an even keel, but would! 
heel over and be in great danger of | 
disaster. If water, too, were let in 
too quickly there is a danger of letting 
in too much and in that case the sub. 
marine would sink ‘ike a stone to the 
bottom of the sea. 

The depth at which 2 submarine 
travels under the sea is regulated by | 
horizontal rudders, The water that is! 
let in the ballast tanks is just sutfic- | 
jent to ‘‘balance” the vessel in the 
sea, without rising or sinking.—Pear- 
son's Magazine,

Wage System 
in Farming 


Difficulties of Securing Required Help 
Help in the Busy Seasons 
Labor prospects tur harvest are al- 
ready discussed in Manitoba, Alberta 
and Saskatchewan. ‘the problem of 
the hour in Ontario is to tind open 
Opportunities tor wen able and Wiig 
to wugmelt the worids wealth by 
labor, in the west there is uneasiness 
in anticipation of the opposite dilti- 
culty, or the opposite side of what 
may be regarded as the same difficul- 
ty. It is pointed out that a iarge num- 
ber of men formerly available as har- 
vest hands are at the front, and that 
there are prospects of a big yield with 
an insultticient force of workers. On- 
turio’s surplus men will by no means 
be attorded opportunities to work pro- 
ductively, even with the demand that 
the ending of summer prings, so there 
should be plenty of men available for 
tue coming harvest. The bad reputa- 
tion established when the men were 
made to pay ordinary fares on branch 
lines where work could be obtained 
were refused return privileges 
if they did not do so has been lived 
down. Harvesters going west are as- 

sured of fair treatment. 

There will not bo the familiar east- 
ern complaint about the western ex- 
cursions, Although the demand for 
men may be as pressing in the east 
as in the west, the large volume of un- 
employment should be sufficient to 
meet all requirements. From a public 
standpoint an abundance of la.wor 
shows an unfavorable condition, but it 
is well to feel assured that the harvest 
will not be lessened through a scarcity 
of hands. Farming is not a steady oc- 
cupation, for it has its seasons of ex- 
acting demand and seasons of leisure. 
The farmer expects to obtain his year- 
ly returns from his times of strenuous 
effort and times of relaxation, He also 
expects to be able to obtain workers 
for the busy season and leave them 
idle, so far as his work is concerned, 
during the balance of the year, The 
farmer's returns pay him for the wait- 
ing months as well as for the busy 
months, but the employee does not 
receive sufficient for his periods of 
work to maintain him during the 
months of idleness. This is one of the 


| obstacles in the way of farm develop- 


ment under the wage system. If farm- 
ers would become employers they 
must, as far as possible, adopt meth- 
ods that will make a continuous de- 
mand for the services of their em- 
ployees. 

Employers in other occupations rec- 


| ognize this necessity and conform to 


it. Farmers must endeavor to find 
some means of profitably utilizing the 
labor of their employees during what 
igs now the idle time. Unless this can 
be done the wage system cannot be 
satisfactorily introduced in farming. 
Another obstacle is the easy access to 
unused opportunities. Men will not 
become employees when they can ob- 
tain farms and work for themselves, 
Perhaps it will be ultimately an ad- 
vantage if the wage system cannot be 
made gatisfactory in agriculture and 
each man seeks his returns by culti- 
vating land to the extent of his own 
capacity. The ultimate product would 
not be less but greater than under the 
wage system.—Toronto Globe.

{the two have equal opportunities, the 
small or middle-sized farmer has 
always beaten the big farmer and 
the tarming corporation in competi. 
tion. There are Only two conditions 
under which the big capitalist tari 
er has wor out. ‘he first is wherg 
he has had a large supply of cheap 
labor, such as slaves, or gangs gf 


coolie laborers, which he could di- 
rect and control. ‘The independent 
small farmer* who work: with his 
own hands has then found himsele 
compelled to compcte with these 
cheap laborers, and he has had a 
“hard row to hoe.” The other condi- 


tion is where the big farmer, or 
big farming corporation has had 
somie advantage in bargaining. If ha 
ean buy his suppies to better ad- 
vantage, if he can secure capital on 
more favorable terms, if he can sel) 
his produce to better advantage, he 
may succeed in competition with the 
small farmer. But when it comes 
to the rea] work of production, as 
distinct from barg..ining—that is, as 
distinct from hiring labor, borrowing 
capital, buying supplies, or selling 
produce—the small farmer can beat 
him and eventuall run him out of 
Ss. That is, today, as a pro-

Must Have Men With Strong Ideals 
and Single Purpose to Build up 
the Community Life 
On many of our farms, all too many, 
the owner is this year working with 
practically his all stakec upon the 
harvest. Last year’s disappointing 
harvest and others preceding that 
again was more than a great many of 
our pioneers could financially stand— 
but the demand of seed grain from the 
government has told the tale of con- 
ditions. At this time then it might 
appear out of place to discuss nothing 
except practical or economic questions 
that will bear directly upon profits 
at the end of the year. These ques- 
tions we have discussed and will again 
discuss, but there are other matters 

that we must also bring up. 

This time of stress will pass, the 
experiences of our carly pioneers tell 
us that. The agricultural history of 
the Dakotas, of Nebraska and Kansas 
tell us that they had their crop fail- 
ures in pioneer days and that thous- 
ands of these pioneer settlers were 
forced to leave these states. Yet a 
survey of these same states today sees 
them among the wealthy agricultural 
states of the Union with a large pro- 
portion of the pioneer landowners 
now landlords and their farms occu- 
pied by tenants. Time, together with 
corrections in our farming methods 
and econumic conditions, will make 
marked changes for the better here. 
For these reasons and because already 
our older settlements are past these 
conditions we can surely turn to the 
consideration of other matters. 

It is not enough that the farmers of 
Western Canada should be money- 
makers. That is placing a very low 


ideal, Money should be but a means 
to an end. If the education of the 
youth of the farm, the creation of 
healthy social conditions and _ the 


building of comfortable farm homes 
{s to be secondary to money making, 
then the high ideals of true agricul- 


tural democracy have’ been for- 
saken. 
We cannot believe, though, from 


the co-operative spirit shown by the 
farmers in Western Canada and from 
the principles as expounded at their 
gatherings that they are a body of 
mere money-makers for the sake of 
money-making. But we believe there 
is a danger that through being forced 
for a time to devote thei, entire time 
to making money in putting their 
farm on a firm basis that this may 
become a permanent passion and, long 
after it were possible to turn the mind 
to building up the. community life 
through the home, church and school, 
it will still be occupied in gathering 
in wealth. 

Thousands of our farms are now in 
the making. A little time spent in 
laying out the fields, in placing the 
farm buildings and shelter belts and 
in planning out the buildings will 


jleave an attractive farm for all time 


in place of the chaos we often see. 
Some time spent in guiding the school 
work, in assisting the teacher to be 
progressive, will give the boys and 
girls an education and inspiration 
that will be more valuable than any 
other wealth left them, while a com- 
fortable home with modern conveni- 
ences will stop that longing to retire 


to the village that so many farm 
women have, Men in cities gather 
wealth that they may purchase a 


place in th country surrounded by na- 
ture’s beauty, while we of the coun- 
try have the beauty of nature so close 
at hand that we never so much a3 
glance at it or encourage it in any 
way. 

Western Canada has not generally 
the natural beauty of many countries 
It does not give the incentive to build 
up pleasant, prosperous communities 
or permanent forms, Any incentive 
particular to pioneer settlers is to 
ge .ther in wealth and remove to more 
pleasant lands. It is possible, though, 
to build up a comfortable agricultural 
country but we must have men with 
{deals and a strong single purpose 
and, moreover, their minds must not 
turn exclusively to money-making,— 
Farmer's Advocate (Winnipeg).

In the Farm 


Glve Him Some Stock to Ralse and 
Sell For His Own Benefit 
What is your boy wor'h to you on 
the farm? No one can estimate, and 
yet boys by the score leave the farm 
every year tor town or city work, 
true, many oi these boys do better 
at some other occupation than they 
would ever do at farming, but many 
others would haye made better farm- 
ers than anything else, and with a lit- 
tle tact and interest would never have 

thought of leaving the farm, 

The boy growing into young man- 
hood has an inherent and supreme de- 
sire to have something his very own. 
It is this desire, perhaps, More than 
anything Which causes him to 
seek city employment. He thinks of 
the money Which he can earn and 
have as lis own to spend as he sees 
fit. In short, he wants to do for him- 
self. 

The easiest and most logical way for 
the farmer to interest the poy in farm- 
ing, then, is to give him something to 
be his property, It is not Lecessary 
or practicable With young boys to pay 
a stated wage, althougn this is advis- 
able with the sous aiter they have 
reached the age at which tiey are 
known as men. No farmer should ex- 
pect boys to work urtil 30 or 385 years 
of age for their poard and croihes and 
a few cents spending money, But the 
main thing is to start when the boys 
are young to interest them in and 
satisfy them with their calling. Give 
the boy a few hens and let him raise 
chickens tor sale, Do not eat them all 
in the fall. When sold the money 
should be the boy’s. Give him a sheep 
or two, and allow him to raise and dis- 
pose of the lambs ag ho sees fit. Make 
him the present of the best calf on 
the place, or one or two of the best 
little pigs in the litter, Never try to 
be good to him by giving him the 
“runt” or “crippled” pigs, the puny 
calf, the sickly lamb, ov the tuber- 
cular chickens. Let him have the 
best, whic: will pleaso him greatly. 
Nothing will so discourage the lad 
ag- working with the scrubs of the 
herd or flock, or, after making a suc- 
cess of his feeding, to see the stock 
sold and the money go down into the 
bottom of his father’s pocket. There ts 
more joy and satisfaction for the boy 
in bringing a lamb, pig or calf to the 
selling age, making the sale himself, 
and disposing of the morey according 
to his own desire or inclinations than 
can be measured in words. Is your 
boy not worth each year a pig or two, 
a calf or a pair of lambs? If so, he 
should have this consideration, and 
soon agriculture would show a differ- 
ent front. Farm boys would be more 
eager to farm than to do anything 
else. 

Farm girls should receive like con- 
sideration. Poultry offers the best op- 
portunities to develop their talents for 
she should be allowed to make the 
most of these. A nice driving or rid- 
ing horse is also a fine thing for the 
girl, and, by the way, the boy apprec- 
iates a “driver” too. Girls should also 
have opportunities to develop their 
talents for music, and should not be 
expected to be scrubbing, cleaning and 
cooking all the time. There is much 
in farming besides work and worry, 
and the young people should be shown 
the brightest side of the  picture.— 
Farmers’ Advocate.

The province does not own its natural resources. Its means of obtaining revenues are by taxation of the peoole. 


For some years the government has taxed cities and favored the farmers. The trend has been along that line. First, in an 
effort to gain further revenue the government took the hotel license fees from cities and applied them to the provincial reveny es. 
The same method was followed with regard to fines inflicted. 

Then came the unearned increment tax, als aimed at the city holders of properties. Next the speculator was aimed at: 
In every instance the farmer has escaped. _He lost no hotel revenue, in fact ne gained. He was not taxed as the speculator and 
city owner was for owning farm lands. These revenues were applied to general revenues, roads, bridges. It was money in 
the farmer’s pocket. 

Today the cities are poverty-stricken, and not one but owes millions of dollars in taxes. The urban resident of Alberta 
cannot carry one feather-weight more of taxation. 

Today the farmer is the Backbone of Alberta. He is the only citizen who is likely 0 make money for some time. To 
him the government must now look for financial relief. Taxes are sure to go up, and the Liquor AQ, if it passes, will be an 
added burden. The administration of the Liquor Act will cost, it is estimated, nearly a million dollars yearly. Lawsuits, 
detectives, inspectors, informers, will require large sums of money to maintain; liquor vendors and cierks in every town will all 
be on salary paid for by the people. 

And the farmers must stand this for the cities have no more money. They already grown under their taxes and cannot

Structions for Dealing With In-
